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25 Japanese Are Rescued 
After Coal Mine Explosion 


TOKYO (AP)-Rescue workers 


reported finding the bodies of 25 
miners after a gas explosion early 
today in an ill-fated coal mine in 
north Japan. 


Eighteen o t h e r 
men were 


were trapped 3.600 feet below the 
frozen earth. Officials of the mine 
said they still hoped the men 
would be found alive, but as the 
hours went by, fear for them in- 
creased. 


Nine other men crawled to safe- 


ty after the first searing blast, 
and rescuers brought out 10 min- 
ers despite a fire licking around 
the pit where the men 
were 


trapped. Only one of the 19 was 
seriously injured. 


Survivor's Story 


The flames burned for nearly 


four hours, then were checked, 


One of the miners said his group 


of .seven survivors "roamed many 
hours, walking on smouldering 
coal, narrowly escaping continual 
cave-in." 


"We were quiie a distance from 


No. 2 pit where the explosion took 
place." said Ynshitaro Saito. 29, 
an engineer. "\\e did not hear the 
detonation and discovered the ac- 
cident after observing smoke com- 
ing into the gallery. The coal and 
the wooden pillars and ties were 
soon afire.'' 


It was the second major dis 


aster at the mine at Yubari, on 
the northern Japanese island oi 
Hokkaido. A gas explosion killed 
160 men there in 1938. The mine 
is one of the richest owned by 
the Hokkaido Colliery and Steam- 
ship Co.

Algiers Revolt Against 
De Gaulle Collapses And 
300 Insurgents Drop Arms

ALGIERS <AP.' - The French 


colonial revolt against President 
Charles rie Gaulle's Algerian pol- 
icy collapsed today. 


His ranks thinned by steady de- 


sertions Pierre Lagaillarde. the 
firebrand 
insurgent leader, led 


some 300 of his haggard, unshaven 
insurgent forces out from the bar- 
ricaded stronghold at Algiers Uni- 
versity they had held for eight 


The rebel remnant climbed into 


trucks parked near the barricades. 
They headed in the direction of a 
little village west of Algiers. 


It was not immediately known 


what the French army, which had 
stuck with De Gaulle, would do 
with Lagaillarde and his men. 


Watch In Silence 


A crowd watched in silence as 


the men moved out. their armed 
resistance apparently over and 
done with. 


Lagaillarde, a reserve paratroop 


lieutenant, gave up after the popu- 
lation of Algiers ignored his call 
for a continuation of the general 
strike. 


Most stores opened for business 


and most office workers reporte> 
for work. 


The other chief leader of the re 


volt, onetime cafe proprietor 
;eph Ortiz, did not come from be 
hind the barricades immediately 
But his followers were streamin 
out. 


Carries French Flag 


LaGaillarde still wore his para

Panama Boasts A Natural 
Menu Of Exotic Variety 


By JACK RUTLEDOI 


PANAMA CITY (AP) — It's 


hard to go hungry in a land where 
bread grows on trees. 30-pound 
rabbits roam tropical jungles, 
and fish and shrimp beg to be 
caught in not one but two near 
by oceans. 


Furthermore, one tree in Pan 


ama is so prolific k grows both 
nuts and fruit. 


The tree which provides bread, 


of course, is the breadfruit tree. 
It is often 60 feet tall, produces 
a brownish-green fruit up to eight 
inches in diameter. It can live 
alone and like it — k grows both 
male and female flowers. 


Pulp Eaten 


Pulp of the fruit is eaten while 


mealy, and has a consistency be 
:ween bread and sweet potatoes. 
It is usually boiled, or baked in 
ovens. Sometimes it is cut and 
fried. Primitives cook it over hot 
stones, covered with leaves. 


Originally 
from the Malayan 


Archipelago, the tree is said to 
iave been introduced to the new 
world by Capt. William Bligh of 
'The Bounty" fame. It now grows 
wild in Panama. 


The cashew nut, imported into 
he United States by the millions 
of pounds, is known as one of the 
cheapest and most pleasing nuts 
in the world. 


Cashew Apples 


But few know that the cashew 
ree also produces a delicious 
ruit known as the cashew apple. 
The nut, in fact, protrudes below

Other fruits which grow wild in 


tropical Panama are coconuts, 
bananas (the country's major ex 
port), mangos, dates. 


Fish abound in the Atlantic and 


Pacific, both of which border S- 
shaped Panama, and also in the 
scores of inland lakes and rivers. 
Shrimp are so abundant they ari 
the country's second major ex 
port. 


Wildlife include deer, wild pigs, 


duck and geese, and the 30 
pound rabbits. 


Like most countries, Panama 


has its beggars. But they all seem 
to be well fed.
